THE DECISION MAKES a mockery of th® much 
talked about “fourth round,” and reduces it to an indirect 
benefit of two or three cents an hour for .the great ma- 
jority of the workers. .

WASHINGTON, Sept. 12.—The 
three-power dollar talks ended offi- 
cially today without finding any 
immediate solution to Britain's 
critical dollar shortage. Although 
officials called their final agree- 
ment a “contribution,” it was ap- 
parent that most of the British.

It is believed that privately the 
British and VU.
